Residents vow to oppose 
Rest Bay camper van plan 


MORE than 100 
residents of the 
Rest Bay area of 
Porthcawl attended 
a public meeting at 
The Rest to discuss 
proposals to create 
a camper van site 
in the area. 

...And there was over¬ 
whelming opposition to 
the plan put forward by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

It is due to be dis¬ 
cussed at the cabinet 
meeting on July 14, 
although Coun Gerald 
Davies said he will ask 
the scrutiny committee 
to look at it in advance. 

Officers are recom¬ 
mending that Rest Bay 
be chosen to house a site 
for camper vans. They 
argue that the site has 
advantages over the old 
Sandy Bay caravan park, 
where the camper vans 
used to stay. 

But Porthcawl Civic 
Trust opposes the 
scheme and secretary 
Caroline Vaughan 
warned that the council 
was testing the water. 

She said: “We have to 
make them realise that 
the water will be very 
hot indeed if they 
choose to put their toes 
into it. 

“The Rest Bay car 
park, which is where 
they want this site to go, 
is located within sight of 
the conservation area 
and it makes a mockery 


of the protection of that 
land if this development 
is permitted.” 

The meeting felt that 
Sandy Bay was more 
suitable as it is close to 
facilities and shops and 
it was argued that 
camper van owners 
would not want to park 
at Rest Bay, as it is too 
far out of town. 

Residents have set up 
an action group and their 
own website and it was 
agreed that individual 
residents should write 
letters of objection to the 
council. 

No decision about this 
scheme has yet been 
taken and no planning 
application has been 


lodged. Porthcawl Town 
Council’s attempts to 
discuss the proposal 
degenerated into farce, 
after a number of coun¬ 
cillors withdrew because 
of fears that they would 
be unable to vote when 
it comes up for planning 
consent. 

This left too few 
councillors to form a 
quorum and the matter 
could not be discussed. 

Coun Gerald Davies 
had put the matter on the 
agenda, and he was still 
extremely disappointed 
when he spoke to The 
GEM. He said: “I really 
think that this is a crazy 
situation. 

“Councillors are 


given advice, with the 
best intention, that if 
they adopt a pre-deter- 
mined position, they 
cannot vote on a subse¬ 
quent planning applica¬ 
tion. 

“However, they could 
stay in the room and not 
take part in the discus¬ 
sion if they are worried 
about this. 

“I think some of the 
councillors left the room 
through inexperience, 
but I don’t understand 
why the experienced 
ones walked out.” 

He added: “This is 
clearly an important 
issue, and one which the 
town council should 
have discussed.” 


Five escape after dawn 
house blaze in Brackla 


FIVE people, including a child, 
escaped from a house blaze at 
Teilos Drive, Brackla, at 
6.06am on June 10. 

Two fire engines attended from 
Bridgend Fire Station and crews used a 
hose reel jet, two sets of breathing 
apparatus and a positive pressure ven¬ 
tilation fan to extinguish the blaze. 

A Fire Service spokeswoman said: 
“Firefighters were at the scene for 
approximately one hour. Five people 
escaped from the house (two male 
adults, two female adults and one male 
child). 

“One adult was suffering from 
smoke inhalation and another adult 
suffered from cuts to the upper body 
while trying to escape from the proper¬ 
ty via a broken glass window. 

“Both casualties received initial first 


aid treatment from fire crews and were 
taken to hospital by ambulance. The 
cause of the fire was identified as an 
unattended candle. 

“However, the smoke alarm in the 
house was defective and did not alert 
the occupants.” 

Group manager Dick Pearson said: 
“We cannot emphasise enough the 
importance of checking your smoke 
alarms regularly and replacing them if 
they are defective. This incident could 
have been much worse had the fire 
gone unnoticed for any longer. 

“One of the residents panicked and 
attempted to smash through the win¬ 
dow to escape, severely cutting her 
arms and hands.”

Bridgend honours 
links with Forces 


Alliance is 
back - in 
opposition 

THE new Rainbow 
Alliance of Liberal 
Democrats and 
Conservatives, plus one 
independent, is likely to 
be declared the official 
opposition on Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council. 

The two parties announced 
last week that they had 
reformed the alliance, which 
used to run the council up 
until last May’s elections. 

Bringing together the two 
parties, plus independent 
Peter Evans, gives the new 
group 14 members - led by 
Fib Dem Cheryl Green - 
compared to the 10 in the 
Annibynwyr group led by Jeff 
Tildesley. 

This group was declared 
the official opposition just 
before the annual meeting in 
May, following defections 
from the Fiberal Democrat 
group, which reduced them to 
seven members. The 
Conservatives had six. 

Coun Tildesley revealed 
there was a meeting of all 
group leaders last week, 
including Coun Bob Burns 
who represented his new 
Independent Democrats 
group, which has three mem¬ 
bers, all former Fib Dems. 

He said that chief executive 
Jo Farrar indicated that the 
Rainbow Alliance had now 
reformed and that it would 
become the opposition. 

He said that his own 
Annibynwyr group would be 
discussing these changes at 
their meeting this week. 


A SPECIAL flag will be 
flown in Bridgend to hon¬ 
our servicemen and women, 
ahead of the UK’s first 
Armed Forces Day on 
Saturday, June 27. 

The flag will be raised outside 
the Civic Offices in Angel Street 
in a formal ceremony, at 10.30am 
on Monday, June 22, and will fly 
each day up to and including 
Armed Forces Day. 

The flag-raising ceremony will 
be attended by the new Mayor of 
Bridgend county borough, Coun 
Jeff Tildesley and his chaplain, 
members of the cabinet and the 
assistant chief executive. 

Representatives of the Bridgend 
and County Borough Veterans 
Association, the Royal British 
Fegion, and the Royal Welsh 
Regiment, who last year were 
awarded the Freedom of the coun¬ 
ty borough, have also been invited 
to the event. 

Coun Mel Nott, Deader of 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC), said: “This first British 
Armed Forces Day is an opportu¬ 
nity to show our appreciation for 
the contribution made by all those 
who serve or have served in Her 
Majesty’s Armed Forces. 

“I am delighted that BCBC has 
been given the chance to honour 
our former and current service 
people and their families by flying 
this special flag. 

“We all know that this borough 
has a long and proud association 
with the armed forces, and I hope 
this very visible display will 
remind our whole community of 
the important role they play.” 

The flag raising will support a 
large parade, organised by the 
Bridgend and County Borough 
Veterans Association, which takes 
place in Bridgend town centre on 


Armed Forces Day itself. 

It will start at 10.30am at 
Bridgend Recreation Centre and 
will reach the town centre war 
memorial at approximately 11am, 
where there will be a short cele¬ 
bratory tribute to the armed forces. 

Eater, Bridgend Recreation 
Centre will host a performance of 
Lili, which tells the story of Fili 
Marlene. 

The show, which is also being 
performed at Porthcawl’s Grand 
Pavilion on June 19-20, will 
donate its profits to local veterans 
associations. 

Association chair Coun Major 
Wayne Morgan, who is also chair 
of the Bridgend Branch Royal 
British Fegion, and who has 
organised the event, said: 

“Armed Forces Week 2009 
gives Bridgend county borough a 
unique opportunity to show the 
nation its positive support and 
huge regard for its veteran com¬ 
munity.

THAT do I make 
of the 

European elec¬ 
tion results? It was cer¬ 
tainly a bad night for us 
in the Labour party. 

We were outvoted in 
Bridgend and came second 
across the whole of Wales. 
More of that later. 

The first thing that strikes 
me is that most people stayed 
at home (only 30 per cent 
voted in Bridgend). 

I suspect that many of them 
were Labour voters who were 
too angry to vote, but who 
wouldn’t vote for anybody 
else. 

The trick for us will be to 
make sure they come out in 
future elections. 

For the Conservatives, they 
came top of the poll in Wales 
for the first time since 1859. 


That said, though, they only 
got 21 per cent of the vote, 
well below the levels they 
were getting in the 1980s. 

For Plaid Cymru, they will 
be disappointed. Nationalist 
parties overtook Labour in 
Scotland and even in 
Cornwall. 

They have become an 
establishment party over the 
last ten years and so don’t 
benefit from a protest vote in 
the way that they used to. 

The Lib Dems went 
nowhere, and they consistent¬ 
ly fail to do very much in 
European elections. Again, 
they came fifth in Wales. 

UKIP, of course, had a 
member elected in Wales. 
There’s no doubt that many 
Labour voters saw UKIP as a 
pain-free protest vote. 

UKIP politicians tend to be 
an amiable bunch, but they 


seem to think that Britain 
should go back to where it 
was around about 1962. Their 
vote increased slightly, but 
they won a seat because the 
top three parties did relatively 
badly 

Then we have the BNP. 
They only polled five per cent 
of the vote in Wales, although 
that was up on last time 
around. They didn’t do as well 
as they were telling people 
that they would. 

It’s disturbing that a party 
obsessed with people’s skin 
pigment colour should have 
two seats in Europe - but 
they’re still a small party and 
the vast majority of people 
wouldn’t touch them with a 
barge pole. 

Things will be difficult for 
us in Labour and we have suf¬ 
fered most from the expenses 
issue. 


We need to do more to 
reach out to those people who 
stayed at home and we need 
some direction in terms of 
what we plan to do. 

We have given the impres¬ 
sion at UK level over the past 
few weeks that we’re running 
around in circles and that 
must stop. 

We also have to show some 
unity as a party. Why anybody 
would think that resigning 
from the cabinet just before an 
election would be anything 
less than self-indulgent, I have 
no idea - but they certainly do 
not have the interests of the 
Labour party at heart. 

A substantial amount of 
European money has been 
pumped into Wales over the 
past decade. 

We must make sure that our 
new MEPs continue to see 
that we to get our share.

THE Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has 
welcomed new figures 
from the Office of 
Fair Trading showing 
local authority 
Trading Standards 
action saves UK con¬ 
sumers at least £347 
million a year. 

A spokeswoman stat¬ 
ed that a new study OFT 
found that, on average, 
for every £1 that Trading 
Standards spend on that 
action they deliver direct 
consumer savings of at 
least £6. 

OFT chairman Philip 
Collins commented: 

“The current economic 
climate means that work 
by local authority 
Trading Standards to 
promote and maintain 


fair trading in their com¬ 
munities and across the 
UK is more important 
than ever. 

“These findings 
demonstrate the very 
substantial contribution 
that Trading Standards 
make to the economic 
prosperity of the UK by 
protecting consumers 
and preventing them los¬ 
ing hundreds of millions 
of pounds each year.” 

Lee Jones, head of 
BCBC’s public protec¬ 
tion department, which 
includes Trading 
Standards, added: “The 
council’s trading stan¬ 
dards officers are com¬ 
mitted to stopping rogue 
traders ripping off our 
residents and providing 
support and advice to 
our local businesses”.

YEAR-6 pupils from the Blaencaerau 
Primary School recently became mini¬ 
crime scene investigators when they visit¬ 
ed South Wales Police Headquarters - as 
a reward for their good behaviour... 

Dressed head to toe in the white boiler suits and 
masks made famous by the ever-growing CSI dra¬ 
mas on our small screens, 23 pupils aged 10-11 
learnt how to lift fingerprints from crime scene sur¬ 
faces in the new scientific support unit. 

The pupils were also shown how to capture foot 
prints from a variety of surfaces, such as concrete 
and sand, as well as learning about the use of 
CCTV footage in court cases. 

During the tour, pupils were shown the state of 
the art specialist equipment used by officers during 
their investigations, including 100 x magnification 
‘Micro-viper’ software, and a machine which lifts 
fingerprints from metal objects - worth £175,000. 

The tour was organised by Caerau 
Neighbourhood Policing Team, who visited 
Waterton Cross with the children earlier in the day 
so they could meet the police dogs and horses. 

As PC Sharon Hier described her responsibilities 
as a mounted officer, the lucky pupils had the 
opportunity to train the newest police horse recruit 
Samson in the school riding area by waving foot¬ 
ball flags and using chanting and clapping com¬ 
mands. 

The children also watched a demonstration with 
one of the force’s dogs, Duke, as he chased down 
and caught PC Alan Russ after instruction from his 
handler, PC Mark Raybould. 

Caerau Beat Manager PC Steve Bowen said: 
“We’re pleased the children had such a great day, 
and we hope it will inspire them to think of the 
police service as a potential career in the future.”

MP raps Tory leader after

BRIDGEND MP Madeleine Moon has 
called on Tory Leader David Cameron to 
make a public apology for making a 
“flippant joke” about suicide.

Beachy Head with a Labour activist and a Lib

“Which would they decide to push over the 
edge first? The Labour guy....Because it's busi¬ 
ness before pleasure”. 

Ms Moon pointed out that Beachy Head is 
notorious as a suicide ‘hot spot’, and has tragical¬ 
ly been in the news again in the past couple of 
weeks. 

“If these reports are true, I am left with a feel¬ 
ing of deep disappointment. I know that David 
Cameron will be fully aware of the pain and dis¬ 
tress that losing a loved one can cause. 

“I am sure that David Cameron cannot be 
unaware of the reputation of Beachy Head; as a 


site of so many sad deaths, over so many years. 
As such, I would not have anticipated such flip¬ 
pancy on such a serious issue from a man of your 
position. 

“As chair of the All-Party Parliamentary 
Suicide Prevention Group I call on David 
Cameron to make a public apology for the 
offence he has caused to so many who have been 
bereaved and distressed,” the MP added.

FOR BRIDGEND LICENSEES 


MORE than 20 
licensees and street 
pastors from

Provided by the 
Wales Extremism and 
Counter Terrorism Unit

introduced the three- 
hour session, said: 

“On behalf of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, we 
are committed to doing 
everything we can to 


raise awareness of ter¬ 
rorism. We all play an 
important role and it’s 
important we work 
together. 

“ I am fully commit¬ 
ted to supporting this 
type of seminar and 
seeing terrorism beat¬ 
en.” 

Led by Counter 
Terrorism Security 
Advisors Mr Bev 
Edwards and DC Huw 
Williams Jones, the 
interactive training 
involved a video simu¬ 
lation of a terrorist 
attack on a bar and 
nightclub. 

Throughout the exer¬ 
cise, all those who 
attended adopted the 
role of the nightclub 
manager, and had to say 
what decisions they 
would make to prevent 


and survive the terrorist 
attack at stop-points 
during the film. 

After being broken 
down into four teams, 
the group discussed 
strategies for managing 
the crisis, communica¬ 
tion barriers, reporting 
suspicious activity and 
what impact the after- 
math of terrorism will 
have on business. 

Throughout the ses¬ 
sion, a panel of experts 
were on hand to help 
answer any questions or 
give advice. 

The panel included 
Police Acting Chief 
Inspector Edward 
Ough, Julie Cooper, 
head of emergency 
planning for Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council, and Gareth 
Davies, a paramedic for 


the Ambulance Service.

‘The Royal’ - highly 
regarded in the UK and 
around the world - will 
provide another wonder¬ 
ful test for Woosnam, 
defending champion 
Peter Mitchell of 
England and a host of

Ian Woosnam said: 
“To be honest, I haven’t 
played Porthcawl for a 


while and I am really 
looking forward to get¬ 
ting back there and re¬ 
acquainting myself with 
the layout. 

“Naturally, I remem¬ 
ber it being a tremen¬ 
dous course and it will 
be a great test for all of 
us on the Senior Tour. 

“My last visit there 
was for an exhibition 
match a number of years 
ago and, if my memory 
serves correctly, I played 
with Brian Huggett and 
Ian Botham.

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Troed y Ton battle 
over closure heads 
for the High Court

THE closure of 
Troed y Ton resi¬ 
dential care home 
in Kenfig Hill is to 
be challenged in 
the High Court. 

The court has given 
permission for a full 
judicial review of the 
closure plans to take 
place in Cardiff on June 
29. 

Two elderly residents 
of the home, 90-year-old 
Margaret Rusz and 99- 
year-old Alice Barwick 
are bringing the action. 

A judge at the High 
Court has ruled that 
there are sufficient 
grounds for the case to 
be heard. 

Both ladies are refus¬ 
ing to move to another 
home. Mrs Barwick has 
lived there for nine 
years. 

She said: “I have 
lived the whole of my 
life in the Kenfig Hill 


area and cannot contem¬ 
plate moving now. I 
always believed that 
Troed y Ton was my 
home for the rest of my 
life.” 

Ian Jacka, who is a 
spokesman for the Troed 
y Ton Action Group, 
said that while the plans 
to provide an Extra Care 
housing development in 
the borough were wel¬ 
come, the group had 
always maintained that 
there were fundamental 
flaws in the way that the 
council chose Troed y 
Ton as the site for this 
proposed scheme. 

There are also issues 
about consultation with 
residents, and their fam¬ 
ilies have complained 
that they were not con¬ 
sulted in advance of any 
decisions being taken. 

Helen Walker, whose 
elderly father Henry 


Thurmwood is also a 
resident at the home, 
said she was “disgusted 
and dismayed” at the 
way in which the pro¬ 
posed closure is being 
handled. 

She went on: “I feel 
that this administration 
simply will not listen to 
our point of view and 
they want to build this 
Extra Care facility 
regardless of whether or 
not the site of Troed y 
Ton is the right loca¬ 
tion.” 

Mr Jacka said that 
people in Kenfig Hill 
were up in arms about a 
lack of communication 
from the council, and 
residents in Waun Bant 
Road have not yet seen 
any plans for the Extra 
Care development pro¬ 
posed on the site. The 
council is still moving 
residents out to alterna¬ 


tive accommodation. 

The Extra Care 
scheme would provide 
70 beds in a series of 
flats built as part of a 
complex where care 
would be available to 
those who need it. 

The scheme is being 
funded by a £2.3m grant 
from the Welsh 
Assembly, with Valleys 
2 Coast finding the rest 
of the capital. It will run 
the complex. 

The council had 
hoped to empty Troed y 
Ton, which has 27 beds, 
by September so that 
demolition can take 
place. Work to build the 
new complex is due to 
start next April. 

It is unclear how 
these court proceedings 
will impact on this time¬ 
table. 


Bridgend Creamery closes 
as buyers show no interest

HOPES of a white 
knight riding in to 
save jobs at a 
Bridgend creamery 
were dashed last week 
when the receivers 
said that it would 
close. 

Following their 
appointment on June 3, 
Stephen Oldfield, David 
Kelly and Ian Green of 
PricewaterhouseCoopers 
LLP, the joint receivers 
and managers of Dairy 
Farmers of Britain 
Limited (DFB), 

announced the closure 
last Friday (June 12). 

Following the sales of 
the Lubbom Creamery in 
Somerset and the cheese 
factory in Llandyrnog - 
which secured the trans¬ 
fer of more than 500 
employees - the 
receivers were left with 
businesses based at 
Lincoln, Bridgend and 
B lay don to attempt to 
sell. 

The receivers said that 
a lack of interest in the 
Bridgend dairy - and the 
further withdrawal of 


customers - forced the 
closure in order to stem 
any losses. 

Stephen Oldfield, 
joint receiver and man¬ 
ager of Dairy Farmers of 
Britain Ltd, said: “At the 
outset of our appoint¬ 
ment, the principal 
objective was to keep the 
wheels turning and the 
milk flowing while deci¬ 
sions about the future of 
the business were taken. 
This was achieved from 
day one. 

“The next objective 
was to ask the customers 
to support the business 
with continued orders 
and a fair price for the 
milk. 

“Unfortunately, the 
loss of some key cus¬ 
tomers since appoint¬ 
ment has resulted in the 
Bridgend business mak¬ 
ing significant losses. 
Interest from potential 
acquirers consequently 
dried up.’ 

The GEM understands 
that one key customer to 


go elsewhere was the 
Co-op. 

PwC teams have met 
with the employee repre¬ 
sentatives and spoken to 
the main unions to 
explain the position. The 
279 staff at Bridgend 
dairy will be paid all 
arrears of pay up to and 
including the day they 
leave the site. 

They will also be paid 
by the Redundancy 
Payments Office holiday 
pay, pay in lieu of notice 
and redundancy up to the 
statutory limits. 

Bridgend AM Carwyn 
Jones said: “I am very 
saddened to hear of the 
news today about the 
loss of so many jobs at 
such a well-established 
business in Bridgend. 

“The Creamery has 
served Bridgend and fur¬ 
ther afield for genera¬ 
tions, and this news will 
shock Bridgend resi¬ 
dents. 

“I will be looking at 
how we can best help 
those affected and talk¬ 
ing to the council and the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government to ensure 
that all that can be done 
to assist people at their 
time of need will be 
done.” 

Conservative regional 
AM Alun Caims said: “I 
am very disappointed 
that the Co-op withdrew 
its custom and I under¬ 
stand that this was a 
killer blow. 

“The Co-op is very 
proud of its fair trade 
stance, so cancelling a 
contract which supported 
Welsh dairy farmers and 
jobs in Wales is puzzling. 
If they had stayed on 
board, the business 
would have been a much 
more attractive prospect 
to potential buyers.” 


The GEM asked the 
Co-op to comment, but a 
spokeswoman would say 
only that The Co-op did 
not own the Bridgend 
dairy. 

Mr Caims said that it 
was madness at a time 
when the government 
was trying to reduce the 
nation’s carbon footprint 
to have milk tankers tak¬ 
ing milk out of Wales to 
dairies elsewhere - and 
then lorries tmcking the 
milk back into the coun¬ 
try. 

He said: “Wales has 
traditionally been a milk 
-producing nation, and 
yet we no longer have a 
creamery in the entire 
country that produces 
mi lk.” 

The trade union 
Usdaw will be seeking a 
protective award for its 
members at all three sites 
which have been shut 
down without consulta¬ 
tion, affecting up to 279 
employees at the 
Bridgend site, more than 
200 in Blaydon and 150 
at Lincoln. 

If the claims succeed, 
the Employment 

Tribunal has the power to 
award redundant staff 
compensation of up to 90 
days’ pay. 

John Gorle, Usdaw 
National Officer, stated: 
“We are again appalled 
and frustrated at the 
receivers’ decision to 
close the Bridgend and 
Blaydon dairies, as well 
as the Lincoln site, with¬ 
out consultation. 

“All our members are 
understandably devastat¬ 
ed. 

“In law, the receivers 
are required to undertake 
90 days’ consultation for 
a closure of this size. 
That is why we are seek¬ 
ing a protective award 
against Price Waterhouse 
Coopers” 


Elder Street to get 
new lease of life 

ONE of the most historic parts of 
Bridgend is to be transformed, under 
plans just lodged with Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

Elder Street, which is a row of terraced houses in 
the very centre of the town, has been left derelict for 
many years. They were owned at one time by 
Bridgend Town Council, but were bought by the 
Hegarty family, which owns many fine buildings in 
the town centre that they have refurbished to a high 
standard. 

This row has suffered damage from a fire and the 
frontages have been blocked up and much of the 
roof destroyed. 

The plans are to turn Elder Yard at the rear of the 
properties into a public square with the cottages 
linked internally to create a 48-seater restaurant. 

A two-storey glazed extension would be built at 
the rear to accommodate a further 32 diners.

Tracking the industrial heartland 
from Blaenavon to Coity Mountain 


T HE negative 
weather fore¬ 
cast more 

than likely deterred 
many walkers from 
taking part in Janet 
and John’s recent 
historical trip up to 
Blaenavon - but in 
fact, the day 
remained dry and 
bright! 

Blaenavon Ironworks 
opened in 1788, having 
been founded by three 
businessmen from the 
Midlands, Thomas Hill, 
Thomas Hopkins and 
Benjamin Pratt, at a cost 
of £40,000 on land 
leased from Lord 
Abergavenny. 

The local hill struc¬ 
ture was used to assist 
efficiency when the hill¬ 
side was cut back to 
form a sheer cliff and 
the three brick or stone 
furnaces were built 
below. 

This meant that ore, 
coke and limestone, used 
for the making of iron, 
could be dropped into 
the furnace from the 
high ground above and 
the heat was generated 
by blasts of air provided 
by a steam engine. 

Within 10 years, the 
ironworks was the sec¬ 
ond largest in Wales, 


employing 350 workers 
and producing 5,400- 
tons of iron per year. 

In 1810, two further 
furnaces were added to 
meet demand and the 
water balance tower was 
used to raise pig iron to 
Hill’s Tramroad, built on 
the sides of the moun¬ 
tains, which forged a 
link with the Brecon and 
Abergavenny canal. 

By 1880, a new 
foundry was built across 
the valley for steel pro¬ 
duction and Blaenavon 
ironworks fell into 
decline. It closed in 
1904, but became active 
again during both world 
wars, producing shell 
steel. 

Starting at the iron¬ 
works, now managed by 
CADW and which is 
being slowly and faith¬ 
fully restored, the quar¬ 
tet entered Stack Square 
(built during 1789-1792) 
for housing iron workers 
and their families. 

Each unit housed up 
to eight people, and this 
area became famous dur¬ 
ing 2007, when BBC 
Wales began its 
‘Coalhouse’ series and 
three families were 
transported back in his¬ 
tory to 1927. 

Crossing the main 
road, the group headed 
towards Coity Mountain

and after passing the site 
of an old drift mine they 
set about the task of 
climbing to the top at 
578-metres. 

At the summit, they 
were rewarded with fine 
views of the surrounding 
countryside and across 
the Severn Estuary. 

Much of the mountain 
hides a labyrinth of old 
coal mines and is includ¬ 
ed in the Blaenavon 
Industrial Landscape 
World Heritage Site. 

Travelling south¬ 
wards, with skylarks to 
accompany them, the 
group descended the 


mountain to reach Varteg 
Road, followed by a 
walk through Blaenavon 
community woodland 
that led them back 
through the town to their 
start point.

It asks the recipient to 
phone a number and pay 
for a customs charge of 
the product by credit or 
debit card, once this is 
done, the parcel fails to 
arrive. 

Again the money is 
not debited from the vic¬ 
tims’ account but the 
details are later used 
fraudulently. 

Parcel Express UK is 
not a legitimate compa¬ 
ny. As a matter of course 
unless you are confident 
of the legitimacy of the 
company contacting you 
then do not provide your 
card or bank details to 
organisations or people 
not known to you. 

If you have placed an 


order in response to one 
of the newspaper adverts 
concerned, or called 
‘Parcel Express UK’, 
you should inform your 
bank immediately and 
cancel your card. 

Detective Chief 
Superintendent Steve 
Head, head of the 
Economic Crime 
Directorate at the City of 
London Police and the 
force investigating the 
frauds, said: 

“The City of London 
Police Economic Crime 
Directorate is working 
closely with Westminster 
Trading Standards Office 


and the Metropolitan 
Police to identify those 
responsible for this 
fraud. 

“We are at an early 
stage, however it is evi¬ 
dent victims have been 
duped by bogus adver¬ 
tisements for reduced 
price goods, placed in 
trusted newspapers and 
national magazines. Our 
advice to people is this: 
only ever part with your 
financial details to a 
known and trusted com¬ 
pany. 

“Likewise if an 
approach for delivery of 
a parcel is unexpected or 


unsolicited, be wary, 
question the reasons why 
and take time out to con¬ 
sider the validity of the 
request. Trading 
Standards or Consumer 
Direct can offer advice.”

the correct way to use 
zoom SFOWFY - and 
the correct way to pan

FY. 

The last clip showed 
swans enjoying an argu¬ 
ment on Cosmeston 
Fake. Capturing such an 
interesting event was a 
good example to encour¬ 
age photographers and 
those who prefer the 
camcorder to carry their 
camera with them more 
often. 

The sight of such big 
birds squabbling is 
somewhat spectacular. 

Fooking ahead to the 
process of editing, Mike 
suggested that a new 
project could be intro¬ 
duced by shooting a 
short clip saying what 
was to follow such as, 
‘Today is the November 


10 and we are visiting 
Bristol Zoo.’ 

He also suggests that a 
moving object is better 
depicted moving into the 
picture rather than out of 
it, so put some spare 
space in the picture that 
the object can be heading 
toward. 

Don’t forget to take at 
least one minute more 
video per clip than you 
need. This will give you 
the chance to edit with 
ease and the ability to 
use transitions to go 
from one video clip to 
the next. 

With everything safely 
‘in the can’ as they say in 
the movies, we were 
then told how to upload 
the video to the comput¬ 
er. It’s easy because the 
equipment does all the 
work; you just follow the 


instructions. 

The video must now 
be edited using your 
computer and a simple 
editing program. The job 
of editing is to cut out 
the unwanted parts of the 
video and move smooth¬ 
ly from one section to 
the other without your 
audience noticing. 

This means that your 
edited version is short 
and interesting to your 
intended audience. You 
might, of course, have 
different length versions 
for family and for 
friends. 

The next part con¬ 
cerned transitions: A 
transition is a method of 
moving from one video 
clip to the next as seam¬ 
lessly as possible. 

Different types of 
transitions were 


explained and demon¬ 
strated. These ranged 
from a simple cut where 
a piece of video ends and 
the next one begins to 
the more sophisticated 
cross-fade where as the 
one piece of video fades 
out along with its sound 
track the next fades in. 

Many types were 
shown and demonstrated 
with the advice to choose 
only a few. Use too 
many and you will spoil 
a good video. 

Camcorders record 
sounds, of course, 
including sounds that are 
not wanted. Wind noise 
can be reduced by wrap¬ 
ping the microphone 
with a furry sleeve. 
Directional microphones 
are available that pick up 
sounds only from what 
they are pointed at. 


Music files can be incor¬ 
porated into the video 
and can be faded in or 
out as needed. 

Having filmed your 
holiday; put it onto the 
computer and edited it, 
just what is left? Mike 
gave a brief show of how 
to add titles and credits. 

Finally, bum your pro¬ 
duction to DVD. The 
program helps you here 
in that it guides you into 
making a menu, so when 
you put your DVD in the 
player, a menu allows 
you to select which part 
of the video you want to 
see. 

Your DVD is not just 
a great memory. You can 


feel so proud of your 
efforts that you will want 
to lend it to friends, and 
wait for the comments 
on how much they 
enjoyed your holiday.

Cowbridge’s Physic Garden 

In two years since its official 
opening Cowbridge Physic 
Garden goes from strength to 
strength, now attracting more 
than 80,000 visits annually. 

Unique in Wales, the gar¬ 
den gained royal patronage 
last year when the Duchess 
of Cornwall became our 
Patron. 

With the endorsement of 
Visit Wales, Cowbridge’s 
Physic Garden is an outstand¬ 
ing example of imaginative 
development fashioned from 
the derelict remains of the 
grammar school’s former 
kitchen gardens. 

Organised and managed almost exclusively by volunteers the project depends entirely on 
the goodwill and support of the public of Cowbridge and the wider Vale. 

All the plants in the garden pre-date the year 1800, reflecting the early development of 
medicines, many of which may be seen in the 12 parterres that illustrate how plants were 
first used scientifically to treat ailments affecting all parts of the body. 

Thus the physic garden has a unique and special place not only for the connoisseur but 
also for the amateur including those who take simple pleasure in its calming tranquillity - a 
true jewel in the centre of the town open 364 days per year free of charge, though donations 
toward our upkeep are gratefully received and deeply appreciated.

Nevertheless, the 
classical layout of 
the garden proved to 
be a big success. 

However, it looks 
as if the Physic Trust 
was being unduly 
modest, because the 
garden has turned 
out this year to be a 
riot of colour, and is 
proving to be a real¬ 
ly popular feature in 
the town. 

In fact, more than 
80,000 people visited 
the Physic Garden 
during the year fol¬ 
lowing that official 
opening. 

Trustee Mike 
Meredith said that 
although admission 
to the garden is free, 
they carry out exer¬ 
cises in checking 
numbers attending. 


“We reckon that 
we had at least 
80,000 people from 
last May until now,” 
he said. “And that’s 
a conservative esti¬ 
mate. 

“We are seeing 
large numbers of 
people coming in, 
especially at 
lunchtime when they 
bring their sand¬ 
wiches and just sit 
and enjoy the peace¬ 
ful surroundings. 

“We are also 
attracting people of 
all ages which is 
good. People are say¬ 
ing that the garden is 
the best thing to hap¬ 
pen to Cowbridge 
since the war.” 

The garden is now 
more or less a fin¬ 
ished masterpiece, 
although some fine 
tuning of the plant¬ 


ing is taking place. 

It is maintained by 
a rota of volunteers 
who give up their 
Thursdays to keep 
the garden in tip-top 
condition. 

They are organ¬ 
ised by Jackie 
Thorne, who is a 
paid officer, but the 
funding for this runs 
out in October. The 
garden will be run 
by the Garden 
Group from now on. 

In fact, the project 
has been such a suc¬ 
cess, that the same 
trust is now putting 
together plans to 
make a similar 
transformation of 
the adjoining Old 
Hall Gardens. 

Details of the pro¬ 
posed plans can be 
seen in the foyer of 
Cowbridge Library.

scheme has been run¬ 
ning very successfully. 

“It has increased 
footfall and trade. It 
has grown to a big 
scheme with three 
towns joining in. We 
hope that once it is up 
and running, we will 
also see the benefits 
here”. 

Ms Long said it will 
be up to each shop to 
decide what discount to 
offer: “We cannot have 
a blanket approach as 
businesses are so dif¬ 
ferent. We could have a 
cafe offering something 
off a latte, for example, 
or a clothes shop offer¬ 
ing a discount. 

“It will be up to each 
trader to decide. The 
aim is to encourage 
people to shop in 
Cowbridge and support 
the town.” 

The chamber is also 
considering inviting a 
marketing student to 
help promote the town 
and they are also 
revamping the chamber 
website. 

Ms Hartman said 
shops, restaurants and 
other businesses had 
responded positively to 
the credit crunch by 
becoming more com¬ 
petitive and offering 
customers better value. 

“I see people offer¬ 
ing special deals on 
meals and eating out, 
for example. The beau¬ 
ty of Cowbridge is that 
most of the businesses 
are locally owned and 
are run by their owners. 

“That means that 
they can respond deci¬ 
sively to any situation 
and can be far more 
flexible than chain 
stores where decisions 
could be taken hun¬ 
dreds of miles away,” 
she concluded.

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Sunrise Renewables 
say docks are ‘best 
location’ for biomass 
plant in the town 


Sunrise Renewables 
(Barry), which 
wants to build a bio¬ 
mass plant in the 
town, insists that 
the docks area is the 
best possible loca¬ 
tion for such a 
development. 

A Sunrise Renewables 
spokesman told The 
GEM“The location is 
ideally situated to pro¬ 
vide heat and power for 
the remaining 2,000 
homes planned for the 
town’s Waterfront devel¬ 
opment. 

“The infrastructure 
necessary to provide 
these services can be 
installed without any dis¬ 
ruption, and its presence 
will help these homes 
meet the new exacting 
sustainability targets 
demanded for new resi¬ 
dential developments.” 

The spokesman point¬ 
ed out that the plant 
would also provide elec¬ 
tricity for the National 
Grid, other homes in the 
area or the local authority 
if required. 

He went on: “The 
plant’s location is at least 
360 metres away from 
the nearest existing hous¬ 
ing in Dock View Road - 
almost quarter of a mile. 

“There are a number 


of similar developments 
elsewhere in the UK 
including ones at Hull, 
St. Helens, Middleton, 
Caernarfon, 
Wellingborough, and 
Widmerpool where hous¬ 
ing is significantly nearer 
the site. 

“The plant is designed 
to have minimal visual 
intrusion; it will look like 
an industrial building and 
its site is well below the 
line of Dock View Road. 

“Currently, the site is 
classified as being brown 
field, is contaminated 
and has an unsightly 
industrial use.” 

A Vale Council plan¬ 
ning committee was due 
to discuss the issue of the 
plant at a meeting today 
(Thursday, June 18). 

Dr Ian Johnson, the 
Plaid candidate for the 
Vale, said he had written 
to the council to express 
his reservations over the 
proposed plant. 

He said: “The officers 
at the Vale have recom¬ 
mended accepting the 
plans, with 27 conditions 
attached. 

“However, I do not 
believe that these condi¬ 
tions in any way meet the 
very valid concerns of 
local residents about the 
impact of this plant. 

“My letter draws 
attention to 13 different 


issues that have been 
raised either in conversa¬ 
tion with local residents 
or at my public meeting 
with Jill Evans MEP at 
which both local resi¬ 
dents and environmental 
campaigners such as Vale 
Friends of the Earth 
attended and presented 
their worries about the 
plans put forward.” 

Vale councillor Chris 
Elmore, who is opposed 
to the siting of the plant, 
said: “In the report issued 
by officers at the plan¬ 
ning committee in May, 
it clearly states that the 
‘site is located no greater 
than 250 metres from the 
existing residential prop¬ 
erties on Dock View 
Road which overlook the 
site’. 

“I am out most 
evenings with residents 
who are collecting more 
signatures from house¬ 
holders who have con¬ 
cerns and are opposed to 
the development going 
ahead as it is so close to 
housing. 

He added: “I am also 
concerned that the plant, 
if approved, will have a 
detrimental effect on 
Barry and in bringing 
any future investment in 
the form of retail and 
eateries to the 
Waterfront.”

‘INSPECTORS DTD NOT T.OOK 

AT THE PAST PAPERWORK...’ 

Bridgend Borough Council 
admits to failings after 
report into e-coli outbreak 


THREE more 
environmental 
health inspectors 
are to be 
employed by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) in the 
wake of the e-coli 
outbreak and 
inquiry. 

The BCBC cabinet 
has accepted a wide- 
ranging report and its 
recommendations, which 
form the council’s 
response to the findings 
of the e-coli inquiry. 

The report, which 
went before cabinet on 
Tuesday, outlined the 
recommendations made 
by the inquiry into food 
inspection procedures, 
and lays out how the 
authority has responded 
to them. 

The inquiry was set 
up to look into the wide¬ 
spread e-coli food poi¬ 
soning that broke out in 
south Wales in 2005, 
and resulted in the death 
of five-year-old Mason 
Jones. 

Contaminated meat 
was served at school 
dinners in a number of 
south Wales schools. 

The report states that 
its purpose is to ensure 
that the authority plays 
its part in ensuring that 
the risk of another such 
outbreak is minimised. 

The report points out 
that the public inquiry 
found that the outbreak 
occurred because of 


the premises of John 
Tudor and Son in 
Bridgend, resulting from 
cross contamination of 
the food poisoning 
organism e-coli 0157 
from raw to cooked 
meat. 

The report states that 
the responsibility to pre¬ 
vent this cross contami¬ 
nation fell on William 
Tudor. 

It goes on: “The 
inquiry found that docu¬ 
mentation in the form or 
records was falsified and 
environmental health 
officers were lied to 
about practices, such as 
the use of vacuum pack¬ 
ing of meat. This ham¬ 
pered the effectiveness 
of inspections. 

“That said, in the 
opinion of the inquiry, 
environmental health 
inspections did not 
assess the effectiveness 
of the business’s man¬ 
agement of food safety 
as well as they could or 
should have done. 

“This was hampered 
by insufficient systems 
for alerting other envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
to issues or concerns for 
subsequent inspections, 
the deceit of Mr Tudor 
and the failure of pro¬ 
curement (purchasing) 
departments to notify 
environmental health 
officers of the numerous 
food complaints that 
they had received in 
connection with meat 
supplied by John Tudor 
and Son.” 

The report says that 
flaws in the firm’s 
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have been picked up and 
inspections failed “sys¬ 
tematically” to assess 
the accuracy and effec¬ 
tiveness of the underly¬ 
ing documentation. 

The report says that 
the process under which 
meat contracts were 
awarded by the council, 
and in joint contracts 
with other local authori¬ 
ties, was “seriously 
flawed” in relation to 
food safety. The system 
for recording complaints 
was also seriously 
flawed. 

Since the outbreak, 
new procedures to flag 
up concerns at previous 
inspections have been 
introduced. 

Before premises are 
inspected, the paperwork 
relating to the last two 
inspections is now 
checked. 

The report added: 
“While the inquiry 
accepts that inspectors 
were lied to, were not 
supported by the provi¬ 
sion of information 
regarding complaints, 
had taken the lead in 
developing proper pro¬ 
cedures for inspection 
and were praised for the 
work undertaken in out¬ 
break control, it is clear 
there were systematic 
failures overall.” 

The report states that 
there was direct criti- 


which was personal to 
those staff who were not 
alert to warning signs in 
respect of machinery 
and documentation - 
which it is felt they 
should have been. 

The issue of dual use 
of equipment, for both 
cooked and raw meats, 
was considered by the 
inquiry and it came to 
the view that they can¬ 
not be effectively micro- 
biologically cleaned 
between uses. 

But until a blanket 
ban on the dual use of 
such equipment is 
brought in by law, the 
council will not be able 
to enforce this. 

However, officers can 
check the cleaning pro¬ 
cedures and do microbi¬ 
ological testing if neces¬ 
sary. 

New procedures 
where meat is bought by 
education authorities and 
other public bodies are 
being brought in, and 
these include a clear 
complaints recording, 
monitoring, and action 
process. 

The report recom¬ 
mended that inspection 
staff should undergo fur¬ 
ther training and devel¬ 
opment, and this training 
should apply to all staff, 
including managers. 

The council claims 
that there have been sig¬ 
nificant improvements to 
its processes since the 
outbreak. 

Paper-based systems 
have been developed to 
ensure “Red flagging” 
and similar work is 


tronic system. 

The cabinet heard that 
it will cost an extra 
£115,000 a year to 
employ three additional 
inspectors and other 
costs, including training 
and equipment, means 
that a total extra cost of 
£161,776 has to be 
found. 

The cabinet has 
agreed to provide this 
extra money and to 
monitor progress in the 
implementation of these 
recommendations. 

Council leader Mel 
Nott said he wanted the 
scrutiny co mmi ttee to 
also monitor progress of 
the action plan and make 
recommendations to 
cabinet in respect of fur¬ 
ther requirements from 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government, or other 
regulatory bodies. 

Coun Nott said that it 
was important to 
remember that a child 
lost his life as a result of 
this outbreak, and others 
were, and remain, 
severely affected. 

’’While the inquiry 
placed the blame for this 
outbreak on John Tudor 
& Son, this authority 
was also criticised and 
we made a pledge to the 
public to bring this pub¬ 
lic report to cabinet. 

“I said at the time that 
we owed it to Mason 
Jones to learn lessons 
from this outbreak, and 
to do all we can to 
ensure that this does not 
happen again,” Coun 
Nott concluded.

Whether it’s his man- 
bag, his dubious dress 
sense, or his Rainman- 
esque card counting 
abilities, Galifianakis

Bradley Cooper and 
Ed Helms offer more 
than capable support, the 
latter impressive as the 
put-upon man shaking 
off the straitjacket of his 
girlfriend to have fun, 
even if it means losing a 
tooth in the process. 

The former does the 
laconic charm of an 
Owen Wilson effortless¬ 
ly, chalking up another 
good turn for an actor 
due to break out sooner 
rather than later.

AM asks: Why do more 
men than women 
pass their driving test? 


PLAID CYMRU 
regional AM Chris 
Franks has asked 
the Driving 

Standards Agency 
to explain why male 
learners have a 
higher pass rate 
than women L-driv- 
ers at almost every 
test centre in Wales, 
including Barry. 

Information supplied 
to the South Wales 
Central AM by the DSA 
reveals the all-Wales pass 
rate for men is 50.52 per 
cent - while it is 47.4 per 


cent among women. The 
pass rate among women 
drivers from the Barry 
Test Centre was 46.1 per 
cent, compared to 51.5 
per cent for men, during 
the year to March 31. 

A total of 1,307 men 
were tested in Barry 
compared to 1,195 
women. 

The average pass rate 
for both men and women 
was 48.9 per cent - 
slightly up on the previ¬ 
ous 12 months. 

Mr Franks has now 
written to DSA chief 
executive Rosemary 
Thew seeking informa¬ 
tion on the discrepancies 


between male and female 
pass rates and between 
different test centres in 
Wales. 

He said: “I was sur¬ 
prised that the pass rate 
for men is higher than for 
women at almost every 
test centre in Wales 
including the Barry cen¬ 
tre, so I’ve written to the 
DSA chief executive for 
an explanation. 

“One of the many rea¬ 
sons could be that the 
vast majority of driving 
examiners in Wales are 
men, but we just don’t 
know, so that’s why I’m 
asking the question”.

THE Celtic Crusaders’ star 
fullback Tony Duggan is put¬ 
ting months in rehabilitation 
from long term injury to good 
use. 

On Saturday, July 4, Duggan will be 
hobbling a three-mile walk on cmtches 
to raise funds for Tenovus, the Welsh- 
based cancer charity. 

Duggan, a star for the Crusaders in 
their first three years of existence, 
scored his 100th try for the club in just 
his second Super League game, against 
Salford City Reds in February. 

After playing just five times in 
Super League, he was struck with a 
serious ankle injury which will see him 
out of action for most, if not all of the 
season.
